•cram ble among competing toll TV 
m ethods by agreeing tentatively 
W ednesday to consider authorizing 
trial runs sometime after March I 
next year of the new systems. The 
try -o u t period will be for three 
years. 
The FCC said that its decision 
does not constitute a commitment 
that trials will be perm itted or that 
if allowed, pay television will be 
authorized later on a regular com­ 
m ercial basis. 
But the decision marked a sig­ 
nificant step in the FCC’s long dis­ 
pute over whether it could or 
should authorize subscription tele­ 
vision. 


Flu Cases Pass 


100,11110 Hark 


WASHINGTON OP - The Pub­ 
lic Health Service reported today 
the num ber of Asian flu cases in 
the United States has climbed to 
more than 100.000. 
A m ajor outbreak is underway 
in Mississippi, where from 20,000 
to 25,000 cases are reported, offi­ 
cials said. 
Dr. 
Carl 
C. Dauer, 
influenza 
control officer of the PHS, 
said 
the Mississippi situation “ could be 
the beginning’’ of a true nation­ 
wide epidemic. 
Although Asian flu cases have 
been reported in 37 states, so far 
all have been localized outbreaks, 
with the possible exception of Mis­ 
sissippi. 
Louisiana has had from 15.000 
to 20.000 cases, 
possibly 
more, 
Dauer said. But these have been 
concentrated in tv o or three par 
ishes (counties), and so far there 
has been no indication that the 
Louisiana 
epidemic 
is 
breaking 
out for a wider spread. 
Other states which have had 
“ sizable” 
local 
outbreaks 
are 
New York. Texas, Utah and Cali­ 
fornia, Dauer said.

Tuesday’s tragedy was caused by 
a shell which had been unearthed 
a few days before by an Arab 
ploughman who did not report its 
discovery. The children were play­ 
ing with it when it exploded.

Foundation for Infantile Paralysis! 
gave the Harrisburg public schools 1 
SIGO to be used for the protection 
ot indigent or underprivileged chil- j 
dren against poliomyelitis. 
The Medical Advisory committee. I 
which directs and guides the health 
program of the school, approved a 
clinic program so that the greatest 
number might be helped. 
The Egyptian Health Department 
is authorized to release when pos­ 
sible the needed amount of vac-! 
cine to the school nurse and to: 
meet expenses such as clinical, doc-1 
tor fees, supplies etc. through the 
gift check. 
Parent consent slips were releas­ 
ed to every child in the schools. 
The explanation read “if he has 
not had his shots and you can not 
afford to get them on a private pay 
basis from your family doctor.” 
The great number of signed con­ 
sents causes the school nurse to 
wonder if parents read the explan­ 
ation of the clinic quaifications.

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Marion Muzzle-Loading Shotgun 
Expert Says Pioneer Way Is More Fun

MARION, 
111. (ipv — Robert C. 
Jones steps into A m erica’s past 
for his sport. 
He’s a muzzle-load- 
ing shotgun expert 


Jones, 30, 
an insurance sales­ 
man here, holds the national ch am ­ 
pionship 
among 
muzzle-loading 
trap-shooting enthusiasts. 


He cays that loading a gun the 
way pioneers 
and 
Indian scouts 
did is more fun than mechanically 
.slipping shells in a shotgun. 


“ I guess th ere’s something about 
the smell of that black powder 
smoke pouring back into your face 
that adds 
something 
to hunting 
with a muzzle-loader,” Jones said, 
Jones, who uses an English-made 
double - barreled muzzle - loader 
th at’s an estim ated 75 years old, 
said “ IM rather have it than all 
three of 
my factory-made shot­ 
guns.” 
“ Shooting a muzzle-loader takes 
m ore skill than a modern shot­ 
gun." Jones maintained. 
“ You’ve 
got to use a little Kentucky wind­ 
age because of the delay in fir­ 
ing.” 
G am e Has Better (hance 
But he finds that it increases 
the challenge in hunting. 
“ The gam e has a better chance,” 
he said, “ and you’ve got to be 
more careful with your shots.” 
Jones estim ates that he can load 
both barrels and get off two shots 
in SO seconds. 
He bagged pheas­ 
ant", quail, squirrels and rabbits 
that way in season last year. 
Muzzle - loading 
means shoving 
powder, shot and wadding down 
the barrel 
Jones said he believes 


it s cheaper than shells, but he 
; conceded that “ modern shotguns 
are a trifle safer.” 


H ere’s his formula for muzzle 
loading: First 3V2 gram s of black 
powder, then two wads. I L ounces 
of shot and another wad. For add 
od safety, the cap isn't inserted 
I until just before firing. 
Wins National Title 


On com parative costs, Jones said 
that a box of 25 shells might cost 
around $3.00 but the “ m akings” 
for 25 muzzle-loading shots costs 
about $1.25. 


Jones won the national ch a m ­ 
pionship at Friendship, Ind., where 
j he blasted 46 of 50 clay pigeons 
! with his muzzle-loader. 
The p re­ 
vious high was 44 . 


He almost didn’t enter the ch a m ­ 
pionship shoot, but, he said, “ The 
gun had a good feel that day and 
I decided to take a crack a t it 
even though I h ad n ’t been shooting 
very well.”
